Success in the drive, he 
pointed out, means the retirement of 
the hospital mortgage and annual 
savings in interest charges of $42,000. 

At present, he said, the Main Line 
is receiving $00,000 in free services 
from the hospital each year of which 
the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth area re- 
ceives $1500.

JULY REGISTRATION LOW 

Republicans held a better than four- ; 
to-one registration lead in Lower 
Morion Township and the Borough of 
Narberth, a tally of the total enroll- 
ment during the registration days in 
June and July reveals. Throughout 
Montgomery County, out of a total 
enrollment of 77,828, Republicans gar- 
nered 54,862, or 70.5 per cent. 

Narberth and Lower Merion each 
showed a tremendous majority regis- 
tered Republican — eighty-one per cent 
of the totals. It was in this section 
of the County, especially, that the 
G. O. P. rolled up its greatest strength. 

Registration during the two speci- 
fied days last week was exceedingly 
light throughout the County, with 
only 20,926 persons enrolling as 
against 56,744 in the two June days. ' 
Political leaders attributed the light 
registration to the fact that so many i 
people are away on vacations. Only 
in the industrial sections of the ; 
County did July enrollment compare j 
favorably with that of June. j 

Strongest Republican district in the! 
two Main Line municipalities was 
North Ardmore, with eighty-nine per-! 
cent G. O. P. Out of a total registra-l 
tion of 404, 362 enrolled as Repub-' 
licans. j 

Strongest Democratic districts in 
township or borough were the South \ 
Ardmore district No. 2 and the East; 
Lower district, each with slightly over 
thirty per cent registered as Demo- 
crats. 

Total registr-ation in the Borough 
was 1973, of which 1597 were Repub- 
licans, 327 Democrats and 49 mis- 
cellaneous. 

District registrations were: Nar- 
berth No. 1, Republican, 515; Demo- 
cratic, 111; miscellaneous, 16. Nar- 
berth No. 2, Republican, 740; Demo- 
cratic, 129; others, 22. Narberth No. 
3, Republican, 342; Democratic, 87; 
others, 11. 

Total registration in the Township 
was 11,681, of which 9507 were Re- 
publicans, 1996 Democratic, and 178 
miscellaneous.

Dr. Henry Sturgis Drinker, educa- 
tor, lawyer and engineer, whose home 
was at 252 Merion road, Morion, died 
suddenly last Monday at his summer 
residence in Beach Haven, N. J. He 
was 86. 

Death was due to heart disease. 

Both the funeral services and in- 
terment were private. 

He is survived by his wife, Aimee 
Erncsta Vcaux Drinker, six children. 
Henry S., Jr., also of Merion, senior 
member of the law firm of Drinker, 
Biddle and Reath; James B.; Cecil K., 
dean of the School of Public Health 
of Harvard University; Mrs. Ernesta 
Barlow, of New York, who is now 
abroad; Phillip, associate professor in 
the Harvard Medical School and in- 
ventor of an artificial respirator, and 
Mrs. Catherine D. Bowen, author, also 
of Merion, and 16 grandchildren. 

Dr. Drinker, who was born in China, 
was one of the oldest summer resi- 
dents in Beach Haven. He made 
yearly visits since 1881, at which time 
the only means of travel to the resort 
was by boat. 

Dr. Drinker received degrees from 
Lehigh University, the University of 
Pennsylvania and Lafayette College. 
He was general solicitor of the Le- 
high Valley Railroad until 1905, when 
he resigned to become president of 
Lehigh University. He was one of 
the founders of the Institute of 
Mining Engineers, and after retiring 
from Lehigh University in 1920, he 
headed the Pennsylvania Forestry As- 
sociation. 

His hobby was music, and he pub- 
lished several compositions of Brahms 
which he discovered had never been 
heard by the public.

In the planning of any highway 
system, it is necessary to know the 
amount of traffic (volume count), 
the general lines in which traffic de- 
sires to move (origin and destination 
analyses), and the character of traf- 
fic (pleasure, business, bus or motor 
truck traffic). Volume counts show 
the relative volumes of traffic on 
various arteries, give data for studies 
of road capacities, for estimates of 
future traffic, for preparation of a 
well planned construction program, 
and in general, furnish information 
for the interpretation of all other 
traffic studies. 

Because our present road system 
merely grew from the streets of 
horse-drawn traffic which are not 
locations viewed 
from present needs, the origin and 
destination survey is necessary to 
provide data for re-routing traffic to
